He said they were 
carrying food stuffs for delivery 
in Paris, some newspapers and 
magazines and a number of letters 
which are to be mailed in Paris 
to persons in the United States. 

Mrs. Hart carried: a number of 
“good luck” articles with her—a 
rabbit’s foot, an Indian charm and 
a five-leaf clover. 

The Indian charm was given her 
by Gordon McCrae, an explorer, 
she said. 

The plane did not carry a radio 
set nor a life raft, although the 
fliers said the pontoons on their 
ship could be detached in case of 
emergency and serve as a raft. 

250 GALLONS OF GAS 

In addition, if the fliers are 
forced down at sea, they carried a 
hacksaw with which to cut off the 
wings of the plane to increase its 
buoyancy. 

The plane carried 250 gallons of 
gasoline. MacLaren said that the 
ship would have 400 gallons aboard 
when it leaves Bermuda for its 
2,070 mife hop to the Azores.

“Mention was made in yo 
former discussion of the Keokuk 
development. It is a matter of rec- 
ord that. in order to finance the 
Keokuk development, arrange- 
ments had to be made beforehand 
to market the power in_ St. Louis. 
In contrast, the Federal Construc- 
tion Company expects to locate 
enough manufacturing plants 
along the Mississippi in Eastern 
Iowa tributary to the plant to take 
a large percentage of its power.

Old timers who helped pull the 
hand-drawn apparatus, often in 





the dead of night when called 
;from their slumbers to assist in 
| squelching a blaze, dropped into 
| the three modern-type statioys to- 
day to swap yarns about the days 
| when the city depended solely up- 
| on the volunteer companies for 
protection. 

The paid department was put 
into effect on Jan. 3, 1916, although 
the first appointment was made on 
Dec, 16, that year, when Fire Chief 
J. J. Brown, who has since served 
continuously as head of the de- 
partment, A veteran of many seri- 
ous conflagrations which’ the city 
has suffered over the period of 
years with which he has been con- 
nected with the department, Chief 
Brown began his work in June, 
1913, as chief of the old volunteer 
companies. 

SIX VOLUNTEER COMPANIES 

There were six companies at that 
time, the Champion Hose, Cham- 
pion Hook and Ladder, Rescue, Ex- 
celsior Hose, Relief Hose and 
! Hershey Hook ahd Ladder. These, 
|_m addition to individual com- 
panies operated and financed by 
ihe larger factories of the city, per- 
formed heroic work in times of 
peril and without financial recom- 
pence. 

Life was not all one fire after 
another for the boys in those days, 
for the work of being a volunteer 
firemen had its social side and 
there were many dances, picnics 
and other happy gatherings when 
the fire fighters and their fami- 
lies got together. 

P. M. Musser, pioneer manufac- 
turer, and for whom the P. M. 
Musser library stands as one of 
the monuments to his generosity, 
presented the city with its first 
motorized fire-fighting apparatus 
on July 21, 1913. Chief Brown had 
as his assistants at the time, J.'P. 
Maurath, mechanician, and still a 
member of the department, and 
Fred G. Bilkey. The apparatus was 
an American-La France chemical 
car. 





Paid Fire Departesesit of 
City 15 Years Old Today 


Veterans of Volunteer Companies Join With 
Present Members in Quiet Observance; _ 
* Chief Brown Long in Service 


FEW STILL ON DUTY 

The first personnel of the paid 
department included Chief Brown, 
Bilkey as assistant chief, Maurath 
as mechanician, and Louis Faul- 
haber, Harry Freeman and Charles 
Vetter as firemen. Faulhaber was 
appointed Feb. 14, 1915, and is still 
on duty at the central station. 

With the inauguration of the 
paid department on Jan. 3, 1916, 
the crew of fire fighters consisted 
of Chief Brown, Maurath, Bilkey, 
Maurath, Faulhaber, John C. Ley- 
sen, Herman Raethz, Lee Schenkel, 
Charles Vetter, Charles Oppelt, 
Harry Freeman, James Wise and 
Charles Lemkau. 

Further apparatus was added to 
the department on July 15. 1916, 
when the city purchased an Ameri- 
can-La France combination truck, 
and the merchants presented the 
city with one combination truck. 
At that time, the department was 
divided, the No.2 station being es- 
tablished on Cherry street and the 
No. 3 station on Hershey avenue. 

FIRST BLAZE LARGE ONE 

The first big conflagration in 
the history of the paid department 
occurred on Jan. 16, 1916, when 
the B. E. Lilly department store 
located on the present site of the 
Laurel building at Second street 
and Iowa avenue caught fire, and 
the entire building and stock de- 
stroyed with an estimated loss of 
$135,000. Nearby buildings and 
store stocks were damaged. 

The department at present con- 
sists Of 19 men. Comprising the 
crew at the No. 1 station on Sy- 
camore street where Chief Brown 
is located, are George Luckharat, 
assistant chief, “‘Pete’ Maurath, 
mechanician, Louis Faulhaber, 
captain, and C, F. Trunninger, 
Charles Swisher, Paul Meerdink, 
James Wise, Fred Rebelsky, Walter 
Schultz and August Klebe. The No. 
2 station crew is composed of 
Herman Raethz, captain, Fred 
Pohlman, Louis Hopewell and Har- 
ry Price. Captain Ed Priester, 
Charles Lenker and Ray Meyers are 
located at the No. 3 station. 

The present fire-fighting appar- 
atus consists of four pieces, a ‘/50- 
gallon pumper and a city service

HELD NOT LIGHT

Creek by 70 percent. Since the 
only damage from Mad Creek is in 
flood times, the city will be able to 
build a closed sewer to care for 
Mad Creek which will need be only 
about one-third the size which 
present conditions would. demand. 
The entire city of Muscatine will 
benefit from that possibility.” 

“The Federal Construction Com- 
pany was incorporated 20 years 
ago to develop this natural re- 
source. At various times it has car- 
ried the project forward until now, 
if permission from the state can 
be secured, arrangements to build 
are complete.” 

“Plans call for the construction 
of a 35-fcot dam in the region of 
Salisbury bridge, the dam to be 
8,000 feet long, and an open canal 
which will divert 9,000 cubic sec- 
ond feet of water to a powerhouse 
site two miles east of Muscatine 
where the 90,000 horsepower men- 
tioned will be developed.” 

RECREATIONAL SITE 

“This dam will create a lake 
about 7 miles long by 3 miles wide. 
Such a lake would be a recreation- 
al site without parallel in this part 
of the country. dts water will be 
from 25 to 30 feet deep at all times 
as there would never be in excess 
of a five-foot draw-down through 
the canal.” 

“The Cedar River would never 
be entirely dried up below the dam, 
except during the low water period 
which averages only about two 
months in the year and which 
comes when the river is frozen 
over. Diversion of this water, how- 
ever, will reduce the flood height 
of the Iowa River about a foot and 


a half, according to the engineers, |} 


which will materially aid in pre- 
serving levees and in averting 
flood damages on the lower Cedar 
and the Iowa.” 


“At the same time, the overflow|f 


from the dam, plus natural drain- 
age, plus the natural flow of the 
Iowa will be amply sufficient to 
care for sanitary conditions of 
towns along the Iowa River into 
which the Cedar flows below Col- 
umbus Junction.” 

“We feel that the Council and 
the People of Muscatine are en- 
titled to full information as to 
this proposed development and; in 
view of the obvious benefits to this 
city and surrounding territory, 
should support it. Hence this 
statement of fact concerning it.”

What is the end, good or bad? 
The answer is easy. Ask anyone 
who has their appendix removed, 
and you will find the great ma- 
jority have been constipated ever 
since.

Why shouldn’t constipation fol- 
low removal of the appendix? In- 
stead of misleading the public by 
displaying thedical ignorance in 
stating it is of no use in the body, 
one needs only to remember that 
nature has never made a mistake 
anyone can find. Everything it 
makes, is made properly, finer and 
better than a human hand could

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do. If the appendix is of no use, 
why did nature not place it any- 
where along the stomach. intes- 
tines or colon digestive tract. It 
selectd one spot, and that spot is 
at the bottom of the ascending 
colon, the only place in the entire 
digestive tract where the food is 
raised upwards. 

Why didn’t nature put it under 
the stomach or somewhere on the 
downward course of the bowels or 
intestines? There’s a reason, sim- 
ple enough. It is known that the 
secretion “rom the appendix is 
powerful enough to dissolve the 
white of an egg in from 10 to 20 
minutes. Powerful stuff, almost 
like “TNT”. What is this secretion 
for?

Usual Muddle Exists 
With Most Champs 
In Bad Graces

NEW YORK, Jan. 3—(INS)— 
What does the year of 1931 hold 
in store for boxing? 

The dawn of the New Year finds 
titles in the various divisions in 
in the usual muddle; dissatisfac- 
tion over the refusal of some 
champions to defend their laurels 
against worthy opponents; and 
wdespread belief that other ‘title- 
holders are not the best fighters 
in their class. 

This situation exists in spite of 
the fact that 1930 witnessed the 
crowning of more new champions 
than in any previous year.

Most box- 
ing critics rate Stribling and 
Sharkey ahead of the Teuton, and 
Primo Carnera has many support- 
ers. 

The past year saw the installa- 
tion of Maxie Rosenbloom as light 
heavyweight champion as the re- 
sult of his victory over Jimmy 
Slattery.

Mickey Walker must still be re- 
garded as middleweight ruler, but 
is championing among the heavy- 
weights and soon will be forced by 
public opinion to take on one of 
such lead contenders as Dave 
Shade, Len Harvey, Gorilla Jones 
or Harry Smith.

The sixth title change took place 
when Jack Kid Berg, the brilliant 
junior welterweight, beat Mushy 
Callahan. 

The lightweight title changed 
hands twice in 1930 and likely will 
have a new owner before the pre- 
sent year it out, in the opinion of 
many observers who doubt that 
the veteran Tony Canzoneri can 
defend his laurels 
against Berg or the rejuvenated 
Billy Petrolle.

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CHARGES PLOT 
FOR STRIBLING 


Scheme to Handpick 
Max Schmeling Foe 
Is His Claim 


By LES CONKLIN 
(INS SPORTS WRITER) 
NEW ‘YORK, Jan. 3.—(INS)— 
Johnny Buckley, manager of Jack 
Sharkey, jumped headlong into 
the heavyweight title controversy 
today with the charge that a 
move was afoot to sidetrack the 
Boston sailor as an opponent for 
Max Schmeling. 


Scenting dirty work at the 
crossroads, Buckley declared in a 
broadside against Schmeling, Joe 
Jacobs, his manager, and W. L. 
(Young) Stribling, that the object 
of the scheme is to handpick Strib- 
ling as Max’s challenger. 

CHARGES CONSPIRACY 

“There has been a scheme dating 
back to last September to bring 
avuué the elimination of Sharkey 
so that Max’Schmeling might meet 
Young Stribling, his handpicked 
opponent, in a June bout” assert- 
ed Buckley. “Madison Square 
Garden corporation has a contract 
with Schmeling which requires mu- 
tual consent to name his opponent. 
The German, who still remembers 
the ‘decisive licking he received 
from Sharkey in their bout last 
June, will consent to meet only 
Stribling.” 

Buckley then left loose a bar- 
rage against Stribling. 

“Sharkey agreed to box Schmel- 
ing in New York last month with- 
out compensation so that he could 
help the unemployed,” he declared. 
“Stribling was offered $50,000 and 
turned this offer down. He also 
refused to meet Sharkey at Miami, 
claiming the match would not 
draw in the south owing to busi- 
ness conditions.” 

PROPOSES BENEFIT BOUT 
Buckley then took a few hot 
shots at Schmeling and proposed a 
bout in New York between Max 
and Sharkey for the benefit of the 
unemployed. 

“Schmeling will not experience 
the.least bit of trouble in beating 
Stribling,” he continued. “Schmel- 
ing, who was licked every second of 
his four-round bout with Sharkey 
and was awarded the decision 
while on the floor, now runs to 
cover,much like Stribling did when 
the name of Sharkey was men- 
tioned. 

“Sharkey is ready to-sign at 
once to meet Schmeling. He is fur- 


ment with Schmeling and Madison 
Square Garden under the terms of 
which a percentage of the gross 
receipts will be turned over for the 
benefit of the unemployed of New 
York City. Schmeling has received 
$400,000 in purses in American 
rings and is duty bound to do 
something in a substantial way for 
the unemployed of this country.”

STEALS COWS 
OF GOVERNOR 


Practice of Altering 
Brands Is Revised 
In Colorado 


DENVER—(INS)—The ancient 
art of “working” brands has not 
entirely disappeared from the cat- 
tle ranges of Colorado. 

A revival of the practice by 
which small herds of cattle were 
made to-increase at the expense of 
the neighbor’s herds was brought 
to light recently when Gov. Wil- 
liam H. Adams learned that a cow- 
boy on the extensive Adams ranch 
near Alamosa, Colo., had altered 
the brands on several head of the 
governor’s cattle. 

The cowboy was arrested and 
confessed to officials that his am- 
bition to become owner of a herd 
of cattle himself had led him to 
take up the practice once followed 
by rustlers on the western ranges. 

Governor Adams brands his cat- 
tle with an “O” and a “reverse “L” 
The cowboy registered a brand 
“OB”. Occasionally careless in 
putting the governors brand on 
calves, the cowboys put “O reverse 
B” on several head. This was done 
by simply adding two half circles 
to the governor’s brand. 

Elmer Ray, a special inspector 
for the state livestock commission, 
discovered the “mistake” the cow- 
boy had made in his branding and 
|jinvestigated. Aided by William 
Carson, foreman on Adams ranch, 
and a grandson of Kit Carson, 
famous pioneer scout, Ray 
found that the cowboy had been 
building up his small herd at the 
expense of the governor’s.

BUREAU MAKES 
TAX RULING ON 
LIFE POLICIES 


Estate Tax Does Not 
Affect Ruling of 
‘ Revenue Body 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
—tThe Bureau of Internal Revenue 
has concluded that the principal 
announced by the United States 
district court for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Ohio in the case of Parker 
v. Routzahn (V. U. S, Daily, 2748) 
is “not applicable to the assign- 
ment of a policy of life insurance 
and that where the insured under 
a life insurance policy taken out 
by himself absolutely and irrevoc- 
ably disposes of all the legal in- 
cidents of ownership therein other- 
wise than by a testamentary dis- 
position whether for a valuable 
consideration or not, the proceeds 
of such a policy are not taxable as 
part of his gross estate under the 
provisions of the Federal estate 
tax law,” the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, David Burnet, has 
just stated in answer to an inquiry. 

The Parker case was congidered 
by the Bureau, Mr. Burnet said, 
in connection with its ruling of 
Oct. 28, 1930, in which “it was con- 
cluded that where the insured un- 
der a life insurance policy taken 
out by himself absolutely and ir- 
revocably disposes of all the legal 
incidents of ownership therein, 
other than by testimony dis- 
position, the proceeds of such a 
policy are not taxable as part of 
his gross estate under the provis- 
ions of the Federal estate tax law.” 
(V. U. S. Daily 2698.) 

RULING IS CLARIFIED 

“The Bureau had occasion to 
consider the ruling of Oct. 28, 
1930,” Mr. Burnet stated, “in con- 
nection with the recent decision 
of the District Court of the United 
States for the Northern District of 
Ohio, Eastern Division, in the case 
of Parker v. Routzahn, Collector of 
Internal Revenue (unpublished to 
date.) In this case the court con- 
cluded that an assignment of 
money to become due in the future, 
in consideration of love and affect- 
ion, was, legally speaking, ineom- 
plete for the reason that not being 
based on a valuable consideration, 
it was revocable at the option of 
the grantor. In view of the con- 
clusion reached by the court in 
this case the question arose wheth- 
er an assignment in consideration 
of ‘love and affection’ of an in- 
surance policy, taken out by the 
210, and authorities therein re- 
ferred to. It was accordingly con- 
cluded that the principal announ- 
ced by the court in Parker v. Rout- 
zahn, supra, was not applicable’ to 
the assigment of a policy of life 
insurance and that where the in- 
sured under a life insurance policy 
taken: out by himself absolutely 
and irrevocably disposes of all the 
legal incidents of ownership there- 
in otherwise than by a testament- 
tary disposition whetherr or a val- 
uable consideration or not, the pro- 
ceeds of such a policy are not tax- 
able as part of his gross estate un- 
der the provisions of the Federal 
estate tax law.”

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MANY NATIONS 
FEELING RULE 
"OF DICTATORS 


Foreign Government 
- Officials Desire 
Added Power 


BY J. C. OESTREICHER 


NEW YORK—The open: season 
for dictatorships remains in force. 

Despite a number of casualties 
sustained by iron-handed rulers in 
the recent succession of revolutions 
and coups d’etat throughout the 
world, autocratic power still holds 
& powerful lure for those highly 
placed in the governments of the 
world. : 

To the seemingly ever-growins 
list of dictators can now be added 


the’ name of Prince Louis II. of|" 


Monaco, ruler of the smallest prin- 
cipality in, the world. Annoyed by 
political opposition which began to 
develop many montHs ago when 
his dauthter, Princess Charlotte, 
and her husband, Prince Pierre, got 
into matrimonial difficulties. Louis 
tock the twentieth-century method 
of desling with recalcitrant poli- 
ticians. 
HAS SMALL KINGDOM 

Even though his army numbers 
. less than a hundred and his entire 
’\“kingdom” measures only a few 
‘spare miles, Prince Louis follow- 
ed'-the lead of more powerful pre- 
decessors and threw his parliament 
out. of office. 

He dismissed both houses of the 
Monacan legislcéive assembly, and 
placed full powers in the hands of 
@ council of seven, composed of his 
most intimate friends. Prince 
Louis’ royal peace of mind was 
censiderably disturbed when he re- 
turned: to Monte Carlo a few days 
ago, after a several months’ ab- 
sence, to find hundreds of his sub- 
jects engaged in a hostile demon- 
stration. Convinced this. hostility 
was the work of political agitators, 
he chose @ dictatorship and thus 
made sure that nothin less thon 
an armed rebellion could upset his 
regime. 

ARMY CONSPIRACY FOUND 
. Prince Louis’ miniature dictator- 
ship came on the heels of the dis- 
covery of an anti-dictatorship con- 
spiracy in Jugo-Slavia. A wide- 
spread conspiracy directed against 
king Alexander was found to exist 
in the ranks of the army, and 
17 officers, described as ringleaders 
of the movement were placed under 
arrest. 

The Monacan prince had reason 
to believe dictatorship might prove 
the most stable form of govern- 
ment, for not only did Alexander 
triumph once again over his. op- 
ponents, but only a few days be- 
fore the Spanish regime had come 
safely throush the most serious 
crisis in the history of the mon- 
archy. 

Premier Damasco Berenguer of 
S-.in maintains he is not a dicta- 
“thr;-but republican leaders brand 
him as the tool of King Alfonso, 
the only autocratic monarch be- 
sides Alexander and Prince Louis 
still sitting on a Eurovean throne. 

STALIN GROWS STRONGER 

Louis also followed the cxample 
of Joseph Stalin, the guiding 
genius of Soviet Russia, who at last 
has begun to make his dictatorshis 
an acknowledged acSuality. Stalin 
recently consolidated his hold up- 
on the Soviet government by blast- 
ing out of. office two of tne three 
principal opponents to his drastic 
plan of Soviet development. They 
-were Alevi Rykoff and Mikhail 
Tomsky, leaving Nicholai Bukharin 
as the sole riwht wing opponent, of 
the Stalin scheme. 

Stalin threw Rykoff out of the 
office of the council of commissars. 
which correspcnds to Premier of 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 
publics. Tomsky was relieved of his 
post/as vice-chairman of the Su- 
preme Economic Council. 

In Rykoff’s place, Stalin ap- 
opinted Vivacheslav Molotoff, one 
of his “right-hand” men, known in 
vulzar parlance as a “yes man.” 
To ‘Molotoff he also gave the po- 
sition of President of the Political 
Bureau, and wrousht other changes 
to strengthen his personal hold on 
the Soviets. 

RUSSIAN TAKES OFFICE 

As a crowning touch, Stalin took 
an official position in the Soviet 
government for the first time in 
seven years. He has become a plain 
member of the Council of Labor 
and Defense, one of the most im- 
portant branches of the govern- 
ment, which makes him, for the 
first time>since he assumed power, 
‘something more than merely 
“Chairman of the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the Communist 
Party,” a position which ostensibly 
had no connection with the Soviet 
government. 

Now, if such a thing is possible, 
Stalin and Stalin’s word are more 
“official” than ever before.

FINDS BRITAIN | 


AHEAD OF ALL 
TANK FORCES 


LONDON—(INS) — “Today the 
British Army is preminently first | 
in mechanization. It seems pro- 
bable that we will arrive at the 
next war ahead of all other coun- 
tries as regards both the quality of 
our armored vehicles and the ideas | 
underlying their use.” \ 

Colonel F. A. Pile, Assistant Di- | 
rector of Mechanization at the} 
War Office, made this- declaration | 
at'the Royal United Service In-| 
stitution. 


“If England should arrive at the 
outbreak of a war,” added Colonel 
Pile, “with so few vehicles that in 
@ short time they would be all 
used up, all the research, work and 
money that’ has been spent in ,ex- 
perimenting would have been 
wasted. In war time production is 
not hampered by lack of means, | 
and the enemy could make up in 
quantity what England possessed 
in quality. 

“It is no exaggeration to say 
that at a cost of $50,000,000 prior 
to war, we could make it impos- 
sible, during the first six weeks, 
for the enemy to carry on. 

“The tank originally came into 
being in order that men might 
cross no-man’s land into safety. 
From that has evolved a machine 
capable of avoiding bullet-swept 
zones, of traveling great distances, | 
and fighting battles at the end of 
them. No longer is the tank a! 
short-range weapon but an exceed- 
ingly long one. 

‘England’s latest 16-ton tank is 
easily the most powerful weapon 
ever given to a soldier to handle. 
No enemy within a radius of 150 
miles is safe from a surprise at- 
tack by these machines. 

“By means of the new direction- 
indicator it is possible to drive a 
tank in a fog on a certain bearing, 
to overcome obstacles and to ar- 
rive at a target with almost exact 
precision. In order to protect 
these large machines the lirht tank 
has been devised. Actually one of 
these “scouts” has covered ninety 
miles in three hours. 

‘In the future there will be only 
two main types, a light tank and 
a@ medium tank similar to the pres- 
ent -16-ton machine. The light 
tank will be operated by two men.”
